Britain had urged the Finns lo ac- 
cept Soviet 
Russia's

terms or "court national disaster." 
This apparent last-minute effort to 
prevent complete collapse of Rus- 
so-Finnish peace negotiations, said 
in the president's name. 


"It has always, seemed off to 


me and lo the people of the United 
Slates lo find Finland a partner of 
Nazi Germany, fighting side 
by 


side with the sworn enemies of our 
civilization. 


"The Finnish people now have a 


chance to withdraw from this hate- 
ful partnership. The longer they 
slay at Germany's side the more 
sorrow and suffering is bound to 
come to them.
